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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) The Applicant argues that Tsu's "metal silicide 
layer 20" is different from the "metal alloy" of the claimed invention. This is not persuasive because it has been held that the use of the 
term "comprise" leaves a claim open for inclusion of materials or step other than those recited in the claim. Ex parte Davis, 80 USPQ 448 
(PTO Bd. App. 1948. Use of term "comprises" does not excluded the presence of other elements. In re Hunter, 288 F.2d 930, 129 USPQ 
25 (CCPA 1961). 2) the Applicant argues that 'there is no reason why one would change the specific barrier composition TiN of Lu with 
Tang's TiAIN. This is not persuasive because Tang clearly discloses TiN or TiAIN can be used alternatively as diffusion barrier, column 9 
line 26-28. Also, substitution of equivalent requires no express motivation as long as the prior art recognizes the equivalency. In re Fount 
213 USPQ 532 (CCPA 1982); In re Siebentritt 152 USPQ 618 (CCPA 1967).
